Dear Admiral Hillenkoetter: 

lour reply of 6 March 1950 to my circular memorandum dated 
27 Febr uar y 1950, concerning the establishment of a high level policy 
with respect to the treatment of USSR attaches accredited to the 
United States, is acknowledged. 

It is recognized that the establishment of this policy with 
respect to attaches is of primary concern to the Departments of Defense 
and State, but it was believed that the over-all effect which the 
establishment of a more stringent U. S. policy would have on U. S. 
collection efforts abroad and on the control and supervision of USSR 
attaches in the United States required the consideration of the problem 

at the IAC level. 

While I agree that it is not within the competency of the CIA or 
IAC to change our diplomatic policy , I feel that a^njrtj£l^ud^o 
the problemteLAILSd hoc committee composed of IAC represin|g.i^? will 
''greally'a^slst and expedite 'the formulation of a policy bythe f C ™~ ts 
taries of State and Defense which will be in consonance with the interests 
of the other IAC agencies. For this reason, it is hoped that the CIA 
and other IAC member agencies will concur with my recommendation of 27 
February 1950 and nominate ad hoc committee members for the purpose of 
developing a re comme nded U . S . policy . 

Your offer to submit to the Secretary of Defense and the Secretary 
of State a statement endorsing the imposition of restrictions on Soviet 
and Satellite attaches, comparable to those placed on our own a 
abroad , is greatly appreciated, and it is believed that such a statement 

would be most helpful . 

Idrtinent to my proposal, attention of the U0 member, is invited 
to House Joint Resolution 433. introduced in the 2d Session of the 81s 
Congress on 4 March 1950, “To provide that the Dnited States shall 
withhold from representatives of foreign nations privileges which such 
nations withhold from representatives of the United States .

II. POLICY CONCERNING SOVIET AND SATELLITE SERVICE ATTACHES IN THE U. S. 

l£. THE PCI stated that he had one more item: the treatment to be 
accorded Soviet and Satellite Service Attaches in this country. General 
Cabell had proposed that the subject be considered by the IAC. The DCI's 
reply was that this was a matter almost completely for the Departments of 
State and Defense. Since General Cabell still felt, however, that the 
DCI should make some recommendations in this connection, he was willing to 
form an ad hoc committee to make a preliminary study for the IAC. If 
agreeable to all, this ad hoc committee would meet for the first time at 
II 4 OO Wednesday, 12 April 195>0 in the DCI * s Conference Room under the Chair- 
manship of 

16. Action : All members of the IAC agreed to furnish representatives 

for the ad hoc committee as proposed by the DCI. 
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
